On the contrary we do not hesitate to 
assert that there is no other large city in the 
country which is less exposed to danger. 
In the first place St. Louis is the best drained 
city in the country. It has the best slope, its 
main sewers follow the natural courses of the 
three currents of surface drainage which inter- 
sect its area, and its sewage is emptied into a 
vast and swift river which whirls it away with 
an efficacy unknown in cities on tide water or 
lake shores. 
In the next place the water supply of St 
Louis is the most hea}thful. Ns water has the 
the least impurities and is the best adopted for 
human use. Its worst ingredient is honest mud 
which settles tothe bottom, Itisfree from 
those flaky, floating, white impurities which 
prevent our citizens from drinking water when 
they go to New York or Chicago. 
Tus climate of St. Louis is less bracing than 
that of more Northern cities, but our vital sta- 
tistics show that our people are healthy. Diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, consumption and small- 
pox do less damage here than in other cities. 
But for all this our sanitary condition is none 
too good. Our wells should be filled up, our 
slums need cleaning, our sewer system should 
be utilized more generally by enforcing sewer 
connection. Much remains to be done. A good 
beginning has been made. Let the good work 
be pushed to success.

Hadmpered by Incompetent Agsistants—

__ | Sein Corenpondnce of th Fost Err, 
New Ontzaxs, December 29.—The Exposition is 
ht | pow s fortnight old, lacking a day, and the queru- 
lous voice of its critics is still abroad in the land. 
Granting that Mejor Burke and his corps of assist- 
ants have done their uttermost to make good the 
promises of two weeks ago, those promises are far 
from realized, and the golden day when, at last 
some feature of the show shall be declared finished, 
seems to many almost as far away as ever. But 


bas done its best or, at least insist 
that, if they have, that itis a very unsafisfactory 
and inadequate best. While no one denies to the 


Director-General himself every qualification for his 
part anda most praiseworthy devotion of self to 
his work. the universal cry is loud against his 
assistants, whose incapacity, or worse, mars the 
general effect and undoes much good work already 
done.

Exposition people, as if it were their fault. and 
seem to impute a malfeasance in office 
to the men who ought to have seen to 
it that there was good weather at a time when it 
was so much wanted. Then came the trouble with 
Chief of Installation Mullen, which, though gueiled by 
a sort of blind indirection, still smouiders. Add to 
this the cramped facilities for handling freight and 
all the consequent disorders; the worse facilities 
for transportation to ayd from the grounds. and, 
finally, the street-car strike on Saturday last and 
the present condition of the popular mind can easily 
be guessed. 

This strike, by the way, if one could lose sight of 
the melancholy side which it preseuts, gave rise at 
its inception to much merriment. It happened ina 
day andat a time of day when the Exposition 
grounds were as nearly full as they have been since 
the opening day. The morning had been warm and 
clear, but at about 4 o'clock, when a majority of 
the visitors began to think of returning home, the 
sky was suddenly darkened with clonds and it began 


to rain—at first easily, but ve soon ina torrent. 
This was the state of affairs when the first detach- 
ment of townward travelers emerged from the 
tes and began inquiring for their cars. It took’ 
the em about one minute to learn that cars were not 
to be expected, and that if they wanted to go home 
they would probably have to do the five miles over 
muddy. unpaved streets, on foot. The effect was 
simply shocking.

Few were provided with umbrellas and return to 
shelter was out of the question, as the buildings 
were closed.
